Ottawa, February 12th, 1915, 
The Budget announcements of 
the Finance Minister 
were sufficiently startling, both it 
their statement as to the financial , 
situation and as to the means to 
be taken to remedy it. It was 
naturally. expected that burdens 
ereated by war conditions would 
have to be veeognized as being 
over and above the ordinary ac- 
counting of revenue and expendi- 
ture. But it was not Txpected 
that aside altogether from war ex 
penditures, which are keing met 
by loans to be received from the 
lmuperial government, the financial 
shoWing would’ be what it was. 
Expenditure for the year ending 
March 8ist next, was estimated at 
$190,000,000, and revenue $130,- 
; 000,000, a deficit of $60,000,000. 
The revenue was some $30,000,000 
less than that of the previous 
year. But even had the revenue 
kept up there would have been a 
bilanece on the wrong side of near- 
ly $30,000,000, When the war loan 
of $50,000,000 is included the in- 
crease of debt for the year ending 
Mareh 31st, next is $110,000,000. 
War expenditure for the coming 
year, beginning April Ist, 1915, is 
estimated at #$100,000,000, which 
amount will be temporarily bor- 
rowed from the Imperial govern- 
ment and be added to Canada’s 
national debt. But aside altogeth- 
er from war expenditure the Fi- 
nance Minister expeets to spend 
$140,000,000 on current account, 
and $40,000,000 on capital account 
besides having to meet a repay 
ment of short date loans. To meet 
this expenditure he estimates a 
revenue from ordinary sources

it imposes direct taxes which it is 
certain will get results. There is 
a great deal to be said in favor of 
the principle of direct taxation as 
a substitute for high tariff, but to 
follow a 25 per cent, tariff in- 
crease by direct taxation will 
scarcely be acceptable even to its 
most enthusiastic advocates. It is 
worthy of note that while there is
